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When  the  midsummer,  or  other  "silly  season",  news  dries 
up,  the  media  turn  to  thoughts  of  .  .  .  drugs!  Sometimes 
the  reports  are  helpful  and  educational  to  the  public; 
sometimes  they  seem  so  conscious  of  making  a  political 
or  emotional  point  that  they  may  be  regarded  as 
detrimental  to  the  public  interest  rather  than  constructive. 
And  in  that  context,  a  two-part  report  in  The  Guardian 
this  week  must  surely  fall  into  a  "mixed"  category,  since 
it  highlights  a  problem  that  needs  attention — the  lack  of 
funding  for  research  into  the  less  widespread  or 
glamorous  diseases  and  conditions — but  in  doing  so 
makes  many  attacks  on  the  role  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry. 

In  the  first  article,  Miss  Lyn  Owen  rightly  draws 
attention  to  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  of  "minority" 
disease,  research  is  largely  sponsored  by  sufferers,  their 
relatives  and  charitable  supporters.  But  she  also  looks 
critically  at  the  "large  profits"  being  made  by  the  industry 
and  asks  if  it  is  fair  that  the  public  should  have  to  finance 
the  unprofitable  drugs.  She  finds  "serious  drawbacks"  to 
private  enterprise  drug  production  and  can  see  no  way 
that  drug  companies  will  spearhead  the  finance  of 
treatments  of  "the  truly  sick  (unless  there  are  millions  of 
them)";  Miss  Owen  does,  however,  find  plenty  of 
evidence  that  the  industry's  operational  methods  can 
facilitate  "the  heavy  drugging  of  the  essentially  healthy". 
Unfortunately  in  her  second  article  Miss  Owen  finds  that 
"national  institutions  have  shown  as  crude  an  approach  to 
ethical  priorities  as  ever  the  drug  companies  have  done, 
coupled  often  with  considerable  ineptitude." 

In  fact,  most  of  the  answers  concerning  the  industry's 
role  are  to  be  found  in  Miss  Owen's  own  article — the 
high  cost  of  drug  development  (12  years  and  £30m  on 
average),  the  disincentive  posed  by  government  controls, 
the  low  rate  of  return  on  risk  capital  (16.9  per  cent  on 
NHS  sales),  etc.  But  while  commercial  pressures  may 
force  the  industry  into  concentrating  on  the  "mass 
market"  diseases  (though  far  from  exclusively),  these 
are  surely  the  ones  which  cost  society  most  in  financial 
and  human  terms — and  for  which  the  greatest  good  can 
be  done  for  the  least  cost.  It  is  as  a  society  that  we  must 
find  the  will — and  the  money — to  conquer  the  diseases 
which  touch  the  social  conscience.  Hitting  out  at  the 
nearest  "capitalist"  object  will  neither  provide  more 
money,  nor  cure  more  of  the  incurable. 

Closed  meeting 

If  the  industry  is  to  be  defended  when  appropriate,  its 
sponsored  offshoot,  the  Office  of  Health  Economics,  must 
deserve  severe  criticism  for  a  contempt  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  It  has  organised  in  London  "a 
major  international  symposium"  on  "Medicines  for  the 
year  2000",  the  dates,  September  11  and  12 — during  the 
week  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at 
Coventry.  Naturally,  on  such  a  subject  pharmacists  are 
conspicuous  by  their  paucity  among  the  speakers,  but 
OHE  might  at  least  have  expected  to  see  them  among 
the  audience! 

In  case  the  clash  is  an  oversight,  may  we  point  out  to 
OHE  that  the  next  BPC  is  at  Exeter,  September  9-15,  1979, 
and  in  the  following  years  the  planned  venues  are 
Newcastle  and  Brighton — and  always  on  similar  dates! 
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No  arbitration  on 
notional  salary 


The  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  feels  it  is  unlikely  to  be 
worth  referring  its  claim  for  an  increase 
in  the  notional  salary  to  the  Central 
Arbitration  Committee. 

PSNC  heard  at  its  meeting  on  July 
26  that  Mr  G.  A.  Roberts,  secretary  of 
the  Central  Arbitration  Committee,  had 
drawn  attention  to  the  recent  High 
Court  decision  ruling  out,  on  grounds  of 
jurisdiction,  the  claim  for  improved  pay 
and  conditions  made  by  the  Greater 
Manchester  ambulance  men.  The  claim 
was  similar  to  the  one  being  made  by 
PSNC  under  Schedule  11  of  the  Em- 
ployment Protection  Act. 

In  his  judgment,  Lord  Widgery,  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  and  Mr  Justice  Tal- 
bot and  Mr  Justice  Ackner  had  ruled 
that  the  Central  Arbitration  Committee 
had  no  jurisdiction  as  the  ambulance 
mens'  pay  and  conditions  were  fixed 
"pursuant  to  an  enactment". 

PSNC  was  advised  that  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  pharmacist  contractors 
working  within  the  NHS  are  similarly 
fixed  under  a  statutory  procedure  so  the 
notional  salary  claim  would  probably 
also  be  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Central  Arbitration  Committee. 

Small  pharmacies  scheme 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of 
Health  on  the  Essential  Small  Phar- 
macies Scheme  was  considered  by  the 
committee.  It  was  decided  that  the 
maximum  budget  set  by  the  committee 
of  £250,000  should  not  be  exceeded,  that 
the  scheme  should  be  extended  to  include 
part-time  pharmacies  (ie  not  exceeding 
30  hours  per  week  over  not  less  than 
five  days)  and  that  the  distance  criterion 
be  reduced  to  2  km  (1.24  miles). 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  concerning  contrac- 


tors' non-compliance  with  voluntary 
arrangements  for  supply  of  certain  dis- 
pensed medicines  in  child  resistant  con- 
tainers. In  the  light  of  recent  evidence 
suggesting  that  the  use  of  such  containers 
may  reduce  poisoning  accidents,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  committee  should  include 
a  note  in  the  NHS  Newsletter  urging 
pharmacists  to  supply  certain  dispensed 
medicines  eg  analgesics,  in  child  resistant 
containers.  To  improve  patient  com- 
pliance it  was  agreed  that  the  Depart- 
ment be  urged  to  produce  a  poster  for 
display  in  pharmacies  pointing  out  that 
child  resistant  containers  will  be  supplied 
for  certain  medicines  but  that  the  patient 
may  request  the  supply  of  medicine  in 
a  child  resistant  container. 

The  committee  decided  that  further 
representations  should  be  made  to  the 
Department  opposing  the  supply  of  in- 
fluenza vaccines  by  gps. 

The  committee  decided  that  the  in- 
terim report  of  the  working  party  on  the 
future  of  general  practice  pharmacy 
should  be  considered  by  the  contract 
subcommittee  of  PSNC. 

It  was  agreed  that  Mr  Kitchen  should 
replace  Mr  David  (who  has  recently 
retired  from  PSNC)  on  the  National 
Joint  Committee  set  up  under  the  pro- 
posals of  the  Clothier  Committee.  The 
other  representatives  of  PSNC  are  Mr 
Coleman  and  Mr  Smith. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  committee 
would  join  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  an  approach  to  the  Department  of 
Health  with  a  view  to  introducing  post- 
graduate education  allowances  payable 
to  pharmacists  to  encourage  their  attend- 
ance at  continuing  education  courses 
concerned  with  the  provision  of  Part  IV 
NHS  pharmaceutical  services. 

The  committee  received  a  letter  from 
the  Department  of  Health  referring  to

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the  increase  of  the  locum  allowance  for 
pharmacists  attending  such  courses  from 
£8.50  to  £13.00.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
Department  be  asked  for  the  details  of 
the  figures  on  which  their  calculations 
are  based  and  the  method  for  updating 
these  payments. 

The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  steering 
committee  on  computerisation  of  pricing 
was  held  on  July  24.  The  committee  is 
represented  on  the  steering  committee  by 
Messrs  Silverman,  Smith  and  Brining. 
The  names  of  Mr  Davison  and  Mr 
Wright  are  to  be  put  forward  as  deputies. 

The  Department  had  indicated  that 
supplies  of  the  fertility  thermometer 
booklet  were  being  made  available  to 
Family  Practitioner  Committees  and 
would  be  given  to  pharmacists  for  in- 
formation on  request. 

The  Department  had  agreed  that  out- 
standing payments  should  be  made  with- 
out delay  to  legal  representatives  of 
deceased  contractors  and  that  payment 
would  be  made  on  receipt  of  an  accept- 
able declaration  when  normally  due,  not 
withheld  until  the  grant  of  probate.  It 
was  agreed  to  confirm  with  the  Depart- 
ment that  these  arrangements  equally 
apply  to  payments  arising  from  letters  of 
administration  where  the  pharmacist  dies 
intestate. 

Who  will  inspect 
GSL  medicines? 

No  decision  has  yet  been  taken  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  who  will  be  em- 
powered to  carry  out  sampling  and  test- 
ing of  General  Sales  List  medicines.  Be- 
fore Part  III  of  the  Medicines  Act  came 
into  force  on  February  1,  these  duties 
were  carried  out  by  inspectors  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

However  the  word  "drug"  has  been 
removed  from  all  sections  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1955  by  an  Order  under 
the  Medicines  Act.  This  means  that  the 
sampling  and  testing  of  General  Sales 
List  medicines  both  in  pharmacies  and 
other  outlets  can  no  longer  be  carried 
out  by  these  inspectors.  Under  the 
Medicines  Act,  the  Minister  of  Health 
must  make  provision  for  either  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the  food  and 
drug  authority  in  an  area,  or  both,  to 
inspect,  take  samples  and  seize  goods 
and  documents.  The  Association  of 
County  Councils  has  requested  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  empower  local 
authorities  to  do  the  sampling. 

Call  to  maintain  a 
free  health  service 

By  the  time  C&D  went  to  press,  44 
MPs  had  signed  a  motion  on  the  need 
to  maintain  a  free  and  comprehensive 
national  health  service.  The  motion  calls 
on  the  government  "to  take  positive 
action  by  removing  the  cash  limits  to 
arrest  the  decline  and  reassert  the  princi- 
ple on  which  the  NHS  was  created." 

There  were  268  signatures  on  the 
motion  calling  for  more  funds  for  com- 
munity pharmacies. 
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ICML  chair 
for  David 
Coleman 

Mr  David  Coleman  is  the  chairman  of 
Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd 
following  the  resignation  of  Mr  David 
Sharpe  as  chairman  and  director.  Mr 
Coleman  is  a  pharmacist  proprietor  in 
Stalham,  Norfolk  and  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee.  Mr  Sharpe  says  he  has  re- 
luctantly been  forced  to  resign  due  to 
the  increased  commitments  on  his  time 
following  his  recent  appointments  as 
Pharmaceutical  Society  vice-president 
and  as  PSNC  chairman. 

Pharmacists  to  be 
excluded  from 
Wyeth  boycott 

The  Association  of  Scientific,  Technical 
and  Managerial  Staffs  has  decided  not 
to  ask  its  pharmacist  members  to  boy- 
cott products  from  Wyeth  Laboratories. 

The  union  is  engaged  in  a  dispute  with 
the  company  for  refusing  to  recognise 
ASTMS  for  its  medical  representatives 
(C&D,  July  22,  pi  65).  An  ASTMS 
spokesman  told  C&D  this  week  that 
discussions  with  various  pharmacist 
members  had  suggested  there  would  not 
be  enough  support  for  a  boycott  of  the 
company's  products.  He  added  that  there 
was  no  point  in  taking  action  which 
would  achieve  little  for  the  pharmacist 
members  concerned.  The  union  has 
decided  instead  to  continue  with  other 
means  of  putting  pressure  on  Wyeth. 

Fluoride  products 
still  on  OTC  sale 

Certain  sodium  fluoride  preparations — 
tablets,  drops  and  mouth  rinses — are  to 
remain  on  OTC  sale  from  pharmacies. 
They  were  to  have  become  subject  to 
Prescription  Only  requirements  from 
August  11,  but  under  the  Medicines 
(Prescription  Only)  Amendment  (No  2) 
Order  1978  (last  week,  pl91)  they  may 
continue  to  be  sold  or  supplied  from 
pharmacies  under  the  supervision  of  a 
pharmacist.  Sodium  fluoride  is  exempt 
from  POM  requirements  when  sold  or 
supplied  as — a  dentifrice  containing  no 
more  than  0.33  per  cent;  tablets  or  drops 
for  the  prevention  of  dental  caries  when 
the  maximum  daily  dose  is  2.2mg;  mouth 
rinses  for  daily  use  containing  no  more 
than  0.05  per  cent,  or  0.2  per  cent  if  for 
use  other  than  daily. 

Certain  fluoride  toothpastes  are  men- 
tioned in  the  General  Sales  List  because 
they  have  product  licences  under  the 
Medicines  Act.  Other  fluoride  tooth- 
pastes are  regarded  as  cosmetics,  not 
medicines. 
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Medicines  on  bulk 
prescriptions 

The  Department  of  Health  has  confirmed 
that  the  supply  of  medicine  on  bulk  pres- 
criptions is  regarded  as  a  wholesale 
operation  and  therefore  out  of  the  scope 
of  the  Medicines  Act  1968. 

According  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices Negotiating  Committee's  August 
Newsletter,  contractors  may  supply  on 
bulk  prescriptions,  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions included  in  the  BNF  1976-78 
except  Controlled  Drugs  and  drugs 
within  Schedule  IVA  of  the  Poisons 
List  at  the  time  the  latter  became  mori- 
bund. Dressings  and  appliances  are  not 
to  be  supplied. 

The  Department  of  Health  has  also 
confirmed  that  no  amendment  has  been 
made  to  the  Dental  Practitioner's 
Formulary  to  permit  supply  of  Dolobid 
on  Form  FP14. 


HEC  hopes  to  use 
pharmacies  more 

The  Health  Education  Council  hopes  to 
make  better  use  of  the  opportunities 
pharmacies  provide,  according  to  its 
annual  report  1977-78. 

HEC's  relations  with  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  are  being  strengthened,  the 
report  says.  "The  Society  had  produced 
a  useful  memorandum  on  the  potential 
of  pharmacy  in  health  education  and 
has  pressed  the  need  for  treating  medi- 
cines with  greater  respect.  Pharmacies 
offer  an  accessible  and  valued  source  of 
health  information  to  the  public." 

Despite  enhanced  resources  during  the 
year,  HEC  feels  it  is  still  battling  against 
tremendous  odds.  The  amount  spent  on 
campaigns  totalled  £2,097,835,  compared 
with  the  £27  million  spent  on  one  year's 
television  advertising  for  confectionery. 
The  biggest  venture  so  far,  the  "Look 
after  yourself"  campaign,  cost  £1,400,000 
which  was  "less  than  the  cost  of  launch- 
ing a  new  brand  of  toilet  paper." 

"Cigarette  advertising,  unbalanced 
promotion  of  alcohol  consumption,  the 
lack  of  a  firm  fluoridation  policy  backed 
by  legislation,  and  encouragement  by 
commercial  interests  of  dietary  habits 
not  based  on  sound  nutritional  principles 
are  examples  of  a  task  needlessly  made 
more  difficult,"  the  report  says.  How- 
ever the  chairman,  Sir  George  Godber, 
believes  there  is  good  evidence  that 
health  promotion  is  effective,  eg  the  pro- 
portion of  men  smoking  cigarettes  has 
fallen  by  a  tenth  in  five  years. 

The  "Look  after  yourself"  campaign 
secured  "unprecedented  publicity  and 
enthusiastic  support"  in  the  media  with 
the  result  that  400,000  packs  of  informa- 
tion had  been  distributed  direct  to  the 
public  by  the  end  of  March  and  three 
million  items  through  area  health 
authorities. 


Controls  on  drug 
advertising  to  GPs 


New  stringent  controls  on  the  content 
and  form  of  advertisements  for  medicines 
directed  to  doctors  and  dentists  have 
been  published  this  week;  they  form  part 
of  the  agreement  reached  between  the 
Secretary  for  Social  Services  and  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Industry  in  April  1977  in  which  the 
industry  gave  undertakings  on  promo- 
tional activity. 

The  Regulations  provide  for  various 
levels  of  information  which  must  be 
included  in  advertisements  of  different 
types.  For  full  advertisements  the 
requirements  relate  to  product  licence 
number,  name  and  address  of  licence 
holder,  one  or  more  indications,  and 
"succinct"  statements  of  side  effects, 
precautions  and  contraindications,  dosage 
and  method  of  use.  These  statements, 
together  with  any  warnings  issued  by  the 
Medicines  Commission,  should  be 
"printed  in  a  clear  and  legible  manner 
and  be  placed  in  such  a  position  in  the 
advertisement  that  their  relationship  to 
the  claims  and  indications  for  the  pro- 
duct can  readily  be  appreciated  by  the 
reader." 

List  below  name 

A  list  of  the  active  ingredients  must 
be  placed  "immediately  below  the  most 
prominent  display  of  the  name  of  the 
product  and  in  a  type  size  which  occupies 
a  total  area  no  less  than  that  occupied 
by  the  most  prominent  display  of  the 
said  name,  or  of  10  point  bold." 

In  publications  printed  in  the  UK  the 
cost  must  also  be  included  in  the 
advertisement  unless  more  than  15  per 
cent  of  the  publication's  circulation  is 
outside  the  UK.  The  cost  is  to  be  "either 
a  specified  package  of  the  medicinal 
product  to  which  the  advertisement 
relates,  or  a  specified  quantity  or  re- 
commended daily  dose,  calculated  by 
reference  to  any  specified  package  of  the 
said  product." 

Provision  is  made  for  "abbreviated 
advertisements"  which  may  not  exceed 
420  sq  cms  in  area.  The  requirements 
here  are  for  the  name  of  the  product, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  licence 
holder  and  a  list  of  ingredients  as  speci- 
fied for  full  advertisements  (except  that 
where  the  advertisement  does  not  exceed 
an  area  of  more  than  200  sq  cm,  and 
"is  contained  in  the  same  therapeutic 
section  of  a  publication  consisting  wholly 
or  mainly  of  reference  advertisements  as 
a  reference  advertisement  for  the  same 
medicinal  product,"  the  requirements  as 
to  type  size  do  not  apply;)  the  name  and 
address  of  the  holder  of  the  product 
licence  which  relates  to  the  medicinal 
product  or  the  business  name  and 
address  of  the  part  of  his  business  that 
is  responsible  for  its  sale  or  supply. 

A  form  of  words  which  clearly  indi- 
cates that  further  information  is  avail- 


able on  request  to  the  licence  holder  or 
in  the  data  sheet  relating  to  the  product 
must  be  included  in  an  abbreviated  ad- 
vertisement and  there  must  be  a  reference 
to  one  indication — "or  two  or  more  of 
such  indications  if  they  are  related,  to- 
gether with  a  concise  statement  (con- 
sistent with  the  data  sheet)  as  to  why 
such  product  is  recommended  for  such 
indication  or  indications." 

The  Regulations  also  include  special 
provisions  for  promotional  aids  and 
multi-page,  trade,  audio-visual  and 
"reference"  advertisements.  The  latter  is 
defined  as  one  "which  is  in  the  form  of, 
and  limited  to,  a  brief  description  of  a 
medicinal  product,  its  uses  and  any 
contraindications  and  warnings  relevant 
thereto  appearing  without  charge  in  a 
publication  consisting  wholly  or  mainly 
of  such  advertisements  where  the  publi- 
cation is  sent  or  delivered  to  practitioners 
or  pharmacists  by  a  person  who  is  not  a 
commercially  interested  party." 

Prohibited  are  claims  or  suggestions 
that  a  medicinal  product  is  "better,  more 
efficacious,  safer,  has  fewer  or  less  inci- 
dence of  or  less  serious  side  effects  or 
contraindications,  unless  such  claim  or 
suggestion  accurately  and  clearly  reflects 
available  material  evidence  or  can  be 
substantiated  by  clinical  experience, 
whether  or  not  such  claim  or  suggestion 
is  made  by  comparison  with  another 
medicinal  product  or  treatment,  and 
whether  or  not  such  a  claim  or  sugges- 
tion is  made  directly  or  through  the  use 
of  published  or  unpublished  literature,

quotations  or  other  references.  Also  pro- 
hibited is  the  word  "safe"  without 
qualification. 

A  product  may  not  be  described  as 
"new"  unless  it  has  been  available 
generally  in  the  UK  for  less  than  a  year 
from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  advertise- 
ment, nor  may  a  "new"  therapeutic 
indication  be  advertised  as  such  after 
a  year  from  the  date  of  the  first  advert- 
isement refering  to  the  indication. 
Graphs  and  tables  in  advertisements 
must  be  relevant  to  the  claims  made  and 
present  a  true  and  fair  view. 

The  Regulations  come  into  force  on 
December  1,  with  transitional  provisions 
for  compliance  effective  between  March 
1,  1979,  and  October  1,  1982. 
The  Medicines  {Advertising  to  Medical 
and  Dental  Practitioners)  Regulations

Advertising  ban 
on  some  OTCs 

Advertisements  that  could  lead  to  use  of 
medicine  for  self-treatment  of  diseases 
unsuitable  for  self-diagnosis  were  banned 
with  effect  from  August  1  (C&D,  Feb- 
ruary 4,  pl56).  The  Medicines  (Labelling 
and  Advertising  to  the  Public)  Regula- 
tions (SI  1978  No  41,  HM  Stationery 
Office,  £0.35)  came  into   operation  on 
February   1   and  introduced  safeguards 
against  inappropriate  claims  in  advert-  I 
isements  for  over-the-counter  medicines.  I 
They  also  prohibited  advertising  to  the  I 
public  of  Prescription  Only  Medicines.  I 
Leaflets  and  labels  for  these  medicines  I 
must  be  amended  to  comply  by  Septem-  I 
ber  30,  1979.  Diseases  classed  as  unsuit-  I 
able  for  self-diagnosis  include  venereal  I 
disease,    cancer,    tuberculosis,    epilepsy,  I 
kidney  disease,  paralysis,  cataract,  glau-  1 
coma  and  diabetes.  Diabetic  foods  are  I 
not  covered  by  the  prohibition.

Pharmacists  are  included  for  the  first 
time  among  the  categories  eligible  to 
receive  Churchill  Fellowships. 

The  Winston  Churchill  Memorial 
Trust,  established  in  1965,  enables  people 
who  might  otherwise  never  have  the 
chance  to  visit  countries  overseas  and 
acquire  experience  which  will  make  them 
more  effective  in  their  work  and  in  the 
community.  One  hundred  awards  are 
made  annually.  This  year  "medical  and 
industrial  pharmacists"  are  eligible,  ie  "all 
those  employed  in  pharmaceutical  dis- 
pensing or  research  whether  in  hospitals, 
laboratories  or  chemists'  shops." 

Candidates,  who  must  be  UK  citizens, 
must  be  able  to  show  that  they  can 
make  effective  use  of  the  opportunity 
and  of  the  information  they  gain.  Grants 
vary  from  the  amount  necessary  to 
finance  two  weeks'  study,  to  a  maximum 
of  £3.000  for  three  months.  If  selected, 
applicants  must  make  their  own  plans 
within  the  scope  of  the  grant. 

Applicants  must  send  their  name  and 
address  on  a  postcard  to  the  Winston 
Churchill  Memorial  Trust,  15  Queen's 
Gate  Terrace,  London  SW7  5PR, 
between  September  1  and  November  1. 
The  final  selection  is  made  by  interview 
in  London  in  January  1979  and  success- 
ful candidates  would  be  expected  to  start 
their  projects  that  year. 

Some  food  colours 
to  be  banned 

Proposals  to  delete  three  colours — 
orange  G,  chocolate  brown  FB  and 
channel  black — from  the  list  of  permit- 
ted food  colours  and  to  add  a  new 
colour,  riboflavine-S^phosphate,  to  the 
list  have  been  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture.  The  main  reason  for  these 
amendments  is  to  give  effect  to  an  EEC 
Directive  on  colouring  in  foodstuffs. 
Comments  on  the  proposals  should  be 
sent  to  the  food  additives  and  contami- 
nants division,  room  556,  Great  West- 
minster House,  Horseferry  Road, 
London  SW1P  2AE,  by  September  14. 

Commission's  views 
on  price  lists 

Following  an  investigation  into  CPC 
(UK)  Ltd,  the  Price  Commission  has  re- 
commended no  restriction  on  the  price 
increase  of  7.34  per  cent  notified  by  the 
company. 

However,  in  a  report  published  last 
week  the  Commission  says  it  would  like 
to  see  a  more  open  system  of  price 
determination,  based  on  a  published  price 
list.  At  present  the  company  does  not 
publish  a  price  list.  "'Customers  may  make 
purchasing  decisions  therefore  with  in- 
adequate knowledge  of  the  prices  paid 
by   other  customers.   This   could  raise 


prices  above  the  level  which  would  other- 
wise prevail  with  more  open  bargaining," 
the  report  says. 

Secondly,  the  Commission  feels  that 
CPC  should  consider  amending  its  pre- 
sent system  of  uniform  delivered  pricing 
in  order  to  reflect  to  a  greater  extent  the 
varying  transport  costs  to  customers.

Notify  pathogenic 
diseases,  says  HSE 

Cases  of  ill  health  believed  to  be  caused 
by  a  pathogen  at  work  should  be  in- 
cluded in  the  list  of  notifiable  occupa- 
tional illnesses,  suggests  the  Health  and 
Safety  Commission.  The  proposals  for 
extending  and  rationalising  the  notifica- 
tion laws  were  published  this  week  in  a 
consultative  document  "Notification  of 
Occupational  111  Health"  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  £0.50). 

At  present  the  only  communicable 
disease  notifiable  to  the  Health  and 
Safety  Executive  is  anthrax.  However 
the  document  says  work  with  equine 
animals  may  cause  glanders  and  contact 
with  human  blood  could  cause  viral 
hepatitis.  Workers  in  biological  labora- 
tories may  be  exposed  to  infections.  The 
HSE  says  it  needs  to  know  more  about 
such  cases. 


Toxicity  tests  'not 

The  toxicity  testing  of  new  chemicals 
and  drugs  is  swamped  by  routine  tests 
and  governed  by  regulations  rather  than 
by  rational  thought,  concludes  a  report 
by  the  Royal  Society  Study  Group  on 
Long-term  Toxic  Effects.  Although 
about  £50  million  a  year  is  spent  on  the 
testing,  it  is  mainly  concerned  with  the 
exposure  of  the  drugs  to  large  numbers 
of  animals  without  attention  to  the 
mechanism  of  the  toxicity.  Only  if  this 
is  understood,  says  the  report,  can  the 
findings  be  extended  to  other  species. 

The  group  was  established  in  1975, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Richard 
Doll,  to  review  the  current  knowledge 
of  the  toxic  effects  on  man  and  other 
organisms  from  long-term  exposure  to 
substances  in  the  environment  at  levels 
not  adverse  in  the  short-term. 

One  of  the  major  causes  for  concern, 
the  group  found,  was  the  possibility  of 
industrial  products  causing  cancer.  If  a 
chemical  was  found  to  be  carcinogenic 
in  a  particular  model  system,  there  was, 
at  present,  only  a  very  crude  idea  of 
whether  it  would  be  a  real  risk  in  prac- 


Disablement  scheme 
to  be  extended 
for  18  months 

The  experimental  job  introduction 
scheme  for  disabled  people  is  to  be  ex- 
tended for  a  further  18  months,  Mr  John 
Grant,  Parliamentary  Under-secretary  of 
State  for  Employment,  announced  last 
week.  "It  seems  that  the  trial  period  has 
led  to  continued  employment  for  most 
of  the  disabled  people  involved.  This  is 
encouraging  and  shows  that  given  the 
chance  by  employers,  disabled  people 
can  do  the  job  required,"  he  said. 

The  scheme  offers  grants  of  £30  per 
week  for  six  weeks  to  employers  who 
engage  for  a  trial  period  a  disabled  person 
who  has  been  unemployed  for  more 
than  six  months.  Two  modifications 
would  be  incorporated  into  the  extended 
scheme.  The  eligibility  criterion  of  six 
months  or  more  unemployment  will  be 
removed  and  extended  trial  periods  of 
up  to  13  weeks  will  exceptionally  be 
granted  where  disabled  people  need 
longer  to  demonstrate  their  ability  to  do 
the  job.

tice.  The  report  commented  that  it  was 
unlikely  any  of  the  current  tests  will 
provide  a  quantitative  measure  of  car- 
cinogenic risk  to  man,  valid  over  a  range 
of  chemicals,  although  new  tests  for 
mutagenesis  might  be  of  value.  It  also 
said  that  improved  systems  are  needed 
for  monitoring  the  health  of  industrial 
workers  exposed  to  new  chemicals. 
Extrapolation  from  results  in  animals 
was  not  as  yet  accurate  enough  to  be 
reliable. 

Systems  for  monitoring  trends  in  hu- 
man disease  are  inadequately  developed. 
The  report  says  there  is  little  informa- 
tion about  the  prevalence  of  ill  health 
that  is  not  lethal.  The  present  office  of 
Population  Census  and  Surveys  should 
be  strengthened  so  that  it  can  improve 
the  current  systems  of  cancer  registra- 
tion and  the  notification  of  congenital 
anomalies.

Remaining  with  the  fold 

I  do  hope  that  as  a  result  of  their  meeting  with  PSNC  representatives, 
West  Glamorgan  LPC  will  decide  to  remain  within  the  fold.  In  the  recent 
past  I  too  have  argued  for  change,  but  after  all  the  explanations  I  feel 
that  there  is  no  viable  alternative  way  of  negotiating  with  the  DHSS  other 
than  through  the  commiittee.  Of  course  we  are  unhappy  at  the  results 
they  have  achieved,  but  if  we  do  abandon  PSNC,  what  do  we  put  in  its 
place?  In  my  view,  our  only  chance  now  of  worthwhile  change  is 
through  active  support  and  criticism  of  the  committee  so  that  they  are 
in  no  doubt  about  what  we  want.  I  suspect  that  in  fact  very  few 
contractors  would  be  willing  to  go  out  on  a  limb  as  W.  Glamorgan  had 
proposed — most  are  too  concerned  (and  rightly  so)  about  the 
consequences. 

Any  action  we  take  now  should  be  aimed  at  strengthening  our 
publicity  so  as  to  have  an  informed  public  sympathetic  and  worried  at 
the  declining  numbers  of  retail  pharmacies.  I  understand  that  some 
LPCs  are  seeking  interviews  with  Parliamentary  candidates  (as  well  as 
sitting  MPs)  in  the  hope  of  introducing  pharmacy  as  a  local  election 
issue.  This  will  mean  that  when  a  new  Parliament  convenes  practically 
all  the  MPs  should  be  accurately  briefed  on  our  case — which  is  a  just 
one.  But  I  would  remind  my  colleagues  that  none  of  our  leaders  can 
act  effectively  until  they  have  the  total  support  of  all  of  us — private  and 
multiple,  proprietor  and  employee. 

Counter  attack 

For  some  years  I  have  used  a  Kirby  Lester  counter  in  my  dispensary. 
It  has  proved  to  be  fast,  accurate,  totally  reliable,  and  has  virtually 
eliminated  the  handling  of  tablets.  But  way  and  above  these,  its  greatest 
virtue  is  that  it  has  ended  the  unrewarding  drudgery  of  constant 
concentration  needed  for  counting  tablets,  script  after  script;  a 
concentration  which  left  every  dispenser  fatigued  after  a  heavy  day. 
I  cannot  imagine  my  work  without  one,  for  it  has  transformed  the 
quality  of  my  day.  I  was  therefore  shaken  to  read  that  because  dust 
from  tablets  could  conceivably  contaminate  other  tablets  counted  later 
and  so  give  rise  to  reactions  in  patients  who  could  be  allergic  to  certain 
drugs,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  recommending  that  uncoated 
tablets  should  not  be  used  in  the  machine. 

This  is  a  matter  for  some  thought.  In  the  first  place,  before  I  revert 
to  older  methods  of  counting  I  should  like  the  Society  to  credit  me  with 
having  the  ability  ito  make  my  own  professional  judgments  by  publishing 
details  of  their  evidence.  When  you  consider  the  number  of  tablets 
dispensed  through  these  machines  the  risks  in  practice  appear  to  have 
been  minimal;  indeed,  I  would  have  thought  there  was  a  greater  risk 
from  contamination  from  handling.  I'm  sure  we  all  avoid  drugs  like 
penicillin  with  a  known  sensitivity  risk  and  I  doubt  if  many  would  use 
the  machine  with  the  "world's  worst  tablet",  Sennokot,  whose  crumbly, 
crusty  edges  would  seem  to  suggest  that  the  world's  first  tablet  machine 
is  still  going  strong!  How  about  coming  clean,  PSGB?

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Cosmetics  decline  levels 
off  in  first  quarter 


Twelve  months  ago,  sales  of  cosmetics 
and  toiletries  to  the  trade  in  the  UK 
had  declined,  for  the  first  time,  in  volume 
terms  by  3  per  cent.  The  1977  Cosmetic 
and  Toiletry  Preparations  Review  by 
John  Hogston  Associates  Ltd  reports 
that  sales  in  1977  were  not  much  better, 
although  the  decline  had  slowed  to  2.4 
per  cent. 

However,  the  overall  retail  sales  in 
the  January  to  March  1978  period 
(down  by  1.7  per  cent  in  volume  terms 
in  1977)  were  up  by  almost  3  per  cent 
suggesting  that  the  decline  for  cosmetics 
and  toiletries  has  "bottomed  out"  and 
may  start  to  grow  again. 

In  1977  only  two  product  categories 
— shampoos  and  dental  preparations — 
showed  growth  in  real  terms  compared 
with  four  in  1976.  Shampoo  sales,  at 
£33m  at  msp,  increased  by  7.8  per  cent 
and  dental  preparations  demand  in 
volume  terms  was  up  4  per  cent,  due 
entirely  to  buoyant  sales  of  toothpaste. 
Advertising  support  in  the  Press  and  on 
television  for  cosmetics  and  toiletries  in 
1977  was  10  per  cent  up  on  1976  to 
£42m. 

For  the  first  year  the  fragrance  market 
failed  to  achieve  "real"  growth  in  1977, 
although  the  market  topped  £100m.  Per- 
fumes, Colognes  and  eau  de  toilettes 
showed  no  volume  increase,  possibly  due 
to  trade  overstocking.  Talcs  and  dust-

Skin  care  preparations  were  again 
down  but  only  by  1  per  cent  compared 
with  7  per  cent  in  1976.  This  was  mainly 
due  to  a  decline  in  trade  demand  for 
skin  fresheners,  hand  creams  and  lotions 
and  sun  creams.  Medicated  preparations 
had  a  "real"  increase  of  over  21  per  cent 
and  multi-purpose  creams  and  lotions, 
14.8  per  cent.  Advertising  expenditure 
for  medicated  preparations  increased  by 
68  per  cent  and  for  multi-purpose  creams 
by  134  per  cent. 

Men's  toiletries  showed  a  "real"  term 
decline  of  about  5  per  cent.  This  de- 
cline was  mostly  due  to  a  lower  demand 
for  talcs,  deodorants  and  hair  prepara- 
tions. Pre-shaves,  after  shaves  and 
Colognes  put  on  some  "real"  growth.

Hair  preparations,  other  than  sham- 
poos, also  slumped  badly.  Sales  declined 
by  1\  per  cent  in  volume.  All  categories 
contributed  to  this,  except  colourants 
which  showed  a  growth  of  2  per  cent. 
Sales  for  deodorants,  depilatories  and 
"other  toiletries"  over  the  past  few  years 
have  been  stagnant.  Advertising  expendi- 
ture on  deodorants  almost  vanished  in 
the  final  quarter  of  1977  and  was  down 
by  20  per  cent  on  1976  in  the  third 
quarter.  This  probably  had  an  influence 
on  consumer  demand,  but  also  con- 
sumers switched  to  less  expensive  pre- 
sentations. 

In  the  dental  preparations  sector  there 
was  a  decline  of  about  18  per  cent  for 
denture  cleansers  and  fixatives,  despite 
an  increase  in  advertising  expenditure 
of  384  per  cent  but  the  overall  market 
showed  an  increase.  There  was  "real" 
growth  in  each  quarter  but  there  was 
an  exceptional  increase  in  the  July  to 
September  period  when  sales  were  up 
54  per  cent  on  the  year-ago  levels. 

The  report  says  that  1978  is  expected 
to  be  a  mini-boom  year  following  gloomy 
1977.  Real  income  is  expected  to  rise 
by  5  to  51  per  cent  but  in  1979.  with  an 
acceleration  in  inflation,  the  growth  is 
unlikely  to  exceed  2  per  cent  and  con- 
sumer expenditure  will  come  under 
pressure  again.  Marketing  tactics  will 
need  to  adjust  to  this  situation.  In  a  com- 
petitive atmosphere,  consumers  will  seek 
value  for  money.  Advertising  pressures 
will  need  to  be  maintained  and  innova- 
tions necessary  to  maintain  interest.  The

Berkey  Keystone  Pocket  Everflash 
extended  range  110  series;  models 
XR106,  XR306  and  XR406.  Made  in 
the  USA  and  distributed  by  Berkey 
Keystone  (UK)  Ltd,  PO  Box  No  5, 
Burrell  Way,  Thetford,  Norfolk. 
This  is  one  of  the  newer  series  of  110 
cameras  to  become  available  in  the  UK: 
the  reference  to  "extended  range"  indi- 
cates that  these  cameras  will  cater  for 
the  latest  400ASA  types  of  film.  The 
overall  design  is  similar  although  each 
model  has  special  characteristics  of  its 
own.  One  interesting  point  is  that  the 
release  button  is  differently  coloured  on 
each  model,  making  them  easy  to 
identify.  Full  technical  details  and  the 
differences  are  in  the  technical  panel. 

We  chose  the  middle  model,  the 
XR306,  for  practical  tests.  It  was  used 
outdoors  in  sunshine  and  indoors  with 
the  built-in  electronic  flash,  with  Kodak 
Verichrome  Pan  VP110  as  the  black- 
and-white  negative  material.  All  of  the 
tests  were  comparable  with  others  made 
using  similar  cameras — with  the  camera 
on  a  firm  support  to  avoid  camera- 
shake  interfering  with  the  best  possible 
results  from  the  lens-and-shutter  combi- 
nation. 

Film  processing  was  also  quite  normal 
and  the  enlargements  were  made  on 
"normal"  bromide  paper  so  that  appa- 
rent sharpness  was  not  falsified  by  un- 
due contrast.  All  of  the  results  were  of 
the  general  acceptable  good  quality  that 
has  now  become  expected  from  this 
camera  format;  7x5in  enlargements 
show  sharp  detail  all  over  the  picture 
area,  although  at  this  magnification  the 
granular  structure  of  the  image  becomes 
apparent. 

Uncluttered 

The  bodies  of  the  cameras  are  finely- 
matted  black  plastic  with  narrow  bands 
of  bright  metal  trim.  The  front  panel 
has  the  viewfinder  opening  at  the  left- 
hand  side,  the  lens  slightly  left-of-centre 
and  the  flash  at  the  extreme  right-hand 
side.  The  attachment  point  for  the  wrist 
sling  is  at  the  left-hand  end  and  the 
compartment  (with  a  slide-off  lid)  for 
the  two  small  cells  (HP7  or  equal)  at 
the  right. 

The  top  panels  are  also  uncluttered: 
left-of-centre,  near  to  the  front  edge 
there  is  the  slider  switch  for  the  integral 
flash  unit,  with  a  small  "ready"  indicator 
light  close  to  it.  In  the  case  of  the 
XR306  there  is  also  a  slider  for  the  two- 
to-one  lens  assembly,  clearly  marked 
"norm"  and  "tele".  The  release  button 
is  at  the  right-hand  end. 

On  the  underside  there  is  the  usual 
slider  (two  strokes)  for  advancing  the 
film  and  setting  the  shutter.  An  interest- 
ing addition  is  a  moulded  panel  in 
which  are  given  the  flash  ranges. 
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About  two-thirds  of  the  back  panel 
is  taken  up  by  the  hinged-lid  to  the  film- 
compartment  which  has  a  positive  slider 
lock.  The  viewfinder  eyepiece  is  at  the 
extreme  right-hand  end.  In  the  carton 
were  included  silver-on-black  peel-off  self- 
adhesive  initials  .  .  .  these  are  intended 
for  owner  identification  and  fit  into 
small  square  depressions  moulded  into 
the  camera  body  at  the  left-hand  end.  A 
neat  and  thoughtful  provision. 

The  presentation  of  the  camera  is 
attractive;  the  hinged-lidded  double-card 
carton  is  overprinted  in  black-and-white 
with  the  name  and  model  in  colour.  The 
identification  is  repeated  on  both  ends 
so  that  whichever  way  it  is  shelved  it  is 
clearly  marked.  Another  stout  card  panel 
serves  as  a  display  "inner"  with  the 
camera  canted  upwards  slightly,  the 
better  to  display  its  front  panel.  Also 
included  are:  a  guarantee-card  to  be 
completed  and  retained  by  the  sales 
person,  a  note  about  high-speed  ASA400 
films,  a  two-year  warranty,  the  self- 
adhesive    initials    and    the  instruction

sheet.  The  latter  is  a  nonsense.  It 
measures  20xl8|in  and  has  a  multi- 
plicity of  folds  reducing  it  to  a  bulky 
5x4iin  format.  One  can  appreciate  that 
a  USA  manufacturer  needs  to  take  care 
of  a  number  of  languages  as  inexpen- 
sively as  possible  but,  in  doing  so,  it 
has  produced  a  folder  that  has  to  be 
spread  out  and  also  turned  over  to  be 
read  and  to  find  all  of  the  illustrations 
to  match  the  relevant  text.  Just  imagine 
doing  this  on  the  beach  in  a  breeze! 
The  presentation  may  be  expedient  but 
it  does  not  help  the  novice  user.  This  is 
regrettable  as  the  instructions  are  them- 
selves admirably  clear.  You  just  have  to 
search  for  them.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

Vets  oppose  extension 
of  PML  time  limit 


The  North  of  Ireland  Veterinary  Asso- 
ciation is  opposing  the  operation  of  the 
"Merchants  List"  order  for  longer  than 
three  years.  A  copy  of  a  letter  from  the 
association  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Foods  was  sent  to 
Mr  Gorman,  secretary,  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland.  At  the  NI 
Council's  July  meeting,  Mr  Gorman  said 
the  association  felt  three  years  was 
enough  to  bring  the  distribution  of  the 
products  concerned  under  the  control  of 
pharmacists. 

The  association  believes  the  numbers 
and  locations  of  pharmacists  and  veteri- 
narians (supplying  medicines  for  animals 
under  their  care)  is  sufficient  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  farming  community  in 
Northern  Ireland.  To  suggest  otherwise 
was  to  suggest  that,  in  the  context  of 
availability  of  medicines,  livestock  should 
be  placed  in  a  more  favourable  position 
than  humans.  The  association  opposed 
any  further  relaxation  of  the  restrictions 
on  the  sale  of  products  for  parenteral 
administration  and  cannot  therefore 
support  any  deferment  of  the  provisions 
of  Article  3  (1)  (d)  of  the  Medicines 
(Prescription  Only)  Order  1977  in  order 
to  permit  consultation  on  this  matter. 

Poleglass  health,  centre 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr  T.  R. 
Lowther,  area  pharmaceutical  officer. 
Eastern  Health  and  Social  Services 
Board,  about  the  Poleglass  develop- 
ment. It  had  been  suggested  that  a  five- 
doctor  health  centre  should  be  provided 
but  there  had  been  no  indication  as  to 
whether  this  provision  was  justified  nor 
had  there  been  commitment  from  any 
general  medical  practitioners.  The  Coun- 
cil's comments  were  sought  on  the  need 
for  pharmaceutical  involvement  in  such 
a  health  centre  as  there  are  no  facilities 
in  this  area. 

Mr  Kerr  said  he  thought  planning 
consideration  was  at  an  early  stage  and 
it  would  be  premature  to  form  any 
opinion  about  the  pharmaceutical  service 
at  present.  Mr  O'Rourke  drew  attention 
to  two  health  centre  projects  in  the  same 
area.  In  one  case  two  pharmacists  had 
agreed  to  provide  a  service  from  a  phar- 
macy at  the  health  centre  but  at  the  last 
moment  the  medical  practitioners  had 
decided  they  would  not  practise  in  the 
health  centre.  The  stock  then  had  to  be 
removed  from  the  health  centre  phar- 
macy. Something  similar  had  happened 
in  the  other  case.  There  was  a  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  doctors  who  had  spent 
money  improving  their  premises  to  move 
into  a  health  centre.  Until  the  names  of 
the  doctors  who  undertook  to  practise 
at    the    proposed    health    centre  were 


known  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  offer 
any  constructive  comment. 

The  secretary  reported  that  the 
Department  of  Health  had  recently  been 
reviewing  its  policy  on  health  centres, 
and  had  prepared  papers  for  consultation 
with  the  Health  and  Social  Services 
Boards  and  interested  organisations.  He 
had  received  copies  of  the  papers  and 
the  Council  was  invited  to  submit  com- 
ments on  them  by  November  30.  It  was 
agreed  to  suggest  that  a  joint  meeting 
of  representatives  of  the  Council,  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  executive  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Contractors  Committee 
be  held  to  discuss  the  papers. 

In  submitting  the  report  from  the 
Finance  Committee  Mr  Mcllhagger  said 
he  was  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Society's  financial  position  had  improved 
during  the  year.  He  expected  that  at  the 
end  of  the  present  month  the  bank  over- 
draft would  have  been  reduced  to  about 
£500.  He  said  £1,200  had  been  received 
from  Northern  Pharmacies  Ltd  to  cover 
the  services  rendered  to  the  company  by 
the  Society's  staff. 

A  letter  from  Mr  A.  Shaw,  secretary, 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry,  was  read  stating  that 
tie  had  been  in  correspondence  with  the 
companies  which  had  changed  the  form 
of  presentation  of  certain  products.  He 
outlined  the  action  taken,  or  being  taken, 
to  inform  retail  and  hospital  pharmacists 
of  the  change.  The  Council  expressed  its 
gratitude  for  Mr  Shaw's  help. 

It  was  agreed  to  hold  the  Society's 
annual  meeting  on  September  28.

NHS  remuneration 
facts  in  dispute 

Mr  Coleman  has  taken  me  to  task  in  a 
number  of  respects  (C&D,  July  29), 
following  my  earlier  letter  to  you  sug- 
gesting that  editorial  congratulation  for 
the  achievements  of  the  PSNC  during 
the  past  year  were  misleading  and  in- 
appropriate. Not  only  can  I  not  accept 
his  strictures  but,  even  worse,  I  find  his 
letter  to  be  the  very  quintessence  of  that 
about  which  I  was  complaining,  namely 
the  presentation  of  statistics  to  contrac- 
tors in  a  way  that  tends  to  mislead  them 
as  to  the  very  serious  problems  relating 
to  our  remuneration. 

He  disputes  my  claim  that  the  dis- 
count reduction  was  not  retrospective  by 
pointing  out  that  a  sum  of  £4.5  million 
was  credited  to  us  for  the  period  April 
1975  to  December  1977.  However,  the 
inquiry  took  place  in  April  1975  and 
concluded  that  we  were  already  being 
over-discounted  at  that  time — a  fact  of 
which  the  majority  of  us  were  only  too 
aware  to  our  cost.  The  period  April 
1975  to  December  1977  is  merely  the 
time  elapsing  between  the  inquiry  and 
its  implementation.  Thus  the  back-pay- 
ment for  that  period  is  a  reflection  of 
departmental  procrastination  rather  re- 
trospection for  the  time  preceding  the 
inquiry,  during  which  we  were  over- 
discounted  and  for  which  no  retrospec- 
tive payment  was  made.  Furthermore,  if 
the  new  discount  scheme  is  worth  £4m 
a  year  to  contractors,  the  sum  of  £4.5m 
for  the  period  April  1975  to  December 
1977  looks  rather  on  the  low  side. 

Claim  challenged 

He  challenges  my  claim  that  the  money 
in  the  balance  sheet  had  been  reduced 
by  reiterating  that  it  had  increased  from 
£1 29.4m  in  1977  to  £146.6m  in  1978.  T 
acknowledged  this  in  my  own  letter,  as 
he  admits,  but  I  pointed  out  that  the  in- 
crease was  due  to  the  product  of 
increased  ingredient  costs  and  increased 
prescription  numbers.  My  claim  referred 
to  the  cut  of  £llm  imposed  by  the 
DHSS  following  the  stockholding  in- 
quiry, and  the  decision  to  use  the  factual 
stockholding  period  as  the  basis  for  cal- 
culating the  profit  increment  instead  of 
the  notional  period  used  before.  Ob- 
viously a  profit  margin  of  16  per  cent  on 
capital  employed  with  an  (assumed) 
stockholding  period  of  eleven  weeks 
should  have  been  adjusted  to  a  figure  of 
about  25  per  cent  on  a  factual  seven 
week  basis,  in  order  to  "balance  the 
equation"  and  arrive  at  a  net  profit  sum 
that  had  hitherto  been  deemed  mutually 
acceptable  (even  if  with  some  reluctance 
on  our  side).  I  feel  no  hesitation  there- 
fore in  repeating  my  claim  that  the 
money  in  the  balance  sheet  has  been 
reduced.  It  is  less  than  it  should  have 
been,  and  would  have  been,  if  the  cut 
had  not  been  effected. 

Thirdly  there  is  the  question  of  the 
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on-cost.  I  claimed  that  it  was  static 
whereas  Mr  Coleman  asserts  that  the 
average  on-cost  has  risen  from  10.5  per 
cent  to  11.32  per  cent  this  year.  My 
assertion  was  based  on  the  global  figures 
whereas  I  believe  that  Mr  Coleman  is 
using  the  average  figure  for  contractors 
derived  frpm  the  effects  of  the  differen- 
tial on-cost  scheme,  whereby  larger  con- 
tractors receive  less  and  vice  versa.  I 
shall  be  pleased  to  stand  corrected  if  I 
am  mistaken. 

This  matter  of  the  differential  on-cost 
raises  another  point.  It  was  "sold"  to 
the  1977  delegates  conference  on  the 
basis  that  the  DHSS  would  offset  the 
£llm  cut,  in  part,  by  the  introduction  of 
£5m  of  new  money,  provided  that  we 
accepted  the  principle.  In  addition  we 
were  told  that  the  PSNC  would  seek  an 
increase  in  the  profit  margin  or,  failing 
that,  would  refer  the  matter  to  arbitra- 
tion. The  DHSS  subsequently  refused 
both  an  increase  and  arbitration. 

Bad  for  the  profession 

However,  even  with  the  new  arrange- 
ments, we  are  informed  that  one  third  of 
contractors  will  still  show  a  loss  on 
NHS  work  and  the  next  larger  third, 
whilst  showing  a  trading  profit  upon 
NHS  work,  will  still  need  to  introduce 
outside  capital  if  they  are  to  maintain 
their  stocks.  (Action,  September  1977). 
There  is  an  obvious  risk  to  such  phar- 
macies, and  the  closure  rate  that  may 
follow  would  leave  a  lesser  number  of 
the  larger  businesses,  each  of  the 
remainder  having  a  larger  prescription 
business  and  a  consequently  lower  on- 
cost rate  which  would  be  sustained  by 
the  lower  overall  costs  in  overheads 
being  fed  into  the  balance  sheet — bad  for 
the  profession  and  the  public,  but  good 
for  the  financiers  in  the  Treasury. 

Finally  there  is  the  point  which  was 
belaboured  by  both  Mr  Coleman  and 
also  the  PSNC  representatives  who 
addressed  the  contractors  of  West  Gla- 
morgan, namely  that  the  average  con- 
tractor is  enjoying  an  increase  of  4p  per 
prescription  this  year.  The  major  part 
of  this  sum  arises  from  the  automatic 
increase  consequent  upon  increased  in- 
gredient costs,  together  with  a  lesser 
sum  due  to  increased  container  costs  and 
the  reduction  in  the  discount  scale — the 
two  latter  being  a  reimbursement  of  cost. 
It  was  claimed  that  this  yields  an  ave- 
rage increase  of  income  of  £35  per  week 
and  yet  the  financial  adviser  to  the 
PSNC  admitted  that  the  average  con- 
tractor would  need  to  put  in  £38  more 
capital  to  cover  increased  ingredient 
costs.  Thus  whilst  the  contractor's  assets, 
in. the  form  of  dispensing  stock,  is  in- 
creasing in  value  his  net  disposable  in- 
come is  falling.  Mr  Coleman  concedes 
this  point. 

The  simple  fact  is  that,  regardless  of 
on-cost  figures,  reduced  discounting  or 
enhanced  container  allowances,  the  ave- 
rage contractor  is  required  to  put  more 
money  into  funding  the  service  than  he 
receives  by  way  of  increased  income. 
Hence  his  "take  home  pay"  falls  as  the 
value  of  the  stock  that  he  needs  to  pro- 
vide the  service  for,  and  on  behalf  of, 


the  government  increases.  His  only 
remedy  is  to  reduce  his  stock  level  and 
this  will  be  reflected  in  the  next  stock- 
holding inquiry  to  his  detriment — hence 
the  evil  perpetuates  itself. 

I  agree  with  Mr  Coleman  insofar  that 
he  suggests  that  it  is  fruitless  to  indulge 
in  mutual  castigation  within  the  profes- 
sion. At  the  same  time  my  purpose  in 
writing  to  you  is  to  point  out  that  it  is 
truly  a  desperate  situation  and  to  suggest 
that  the  PSNC  should  continually  pro- 
pagate this  message  to  all  contractors, 
rather  than  supplying  them  with  poten- 
tially misleading  statistics  about  nego- 
tiating "successes",  which  may  lull  them 
into  a  false  sense  of  security.  It  is  my 
contention  that  only  such  a  frank 
approach  will  succeed  in  uniting  the 
contractual  body,  including  those  with 
little  time  or  inclination  to  study  the 
underlying  trends,  in  such  a  way  that 
they  will  oppose  the  parsimonious  atti- 
tude of  the  Treasury  by  all  means  at 
their  disposal  in  order  to  maintain  the 
viability  of  a  valuable  public  service. 

It  is  an  unreasonable  situation  and  un- 
reasonable methods  may  well  need  to  be 
used  in  order  to  evolve  a  satisfactory 
solution.  If  we  are  truly  a  "caring" 
profession  then  our  first  care  should  be 
for  the  profession  itself,  in  order  that  it 
may  continue  to  provide  a  service  to  the 
public.  In  this  respect  it  is  less  than  help- 
ful when  the  chairman  of  the  PSNC 
declares  his  unwillingness  to  fight,  regard- 
less of  the  provocation,  if  such  a  fight 
involves  sanctions.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  consider  sanctions,  however  unpalat- 
able these  may  be  in  the  short  term,  in 
order  to  ensure  the  long  term  survival 
of  the  profession.  This  is  analogous  to 
the  dental  patient  who  may  accept  a 
short  term  discomfort  for  his  long  term 
well-being. 

The  life  of  the  profession  is  longer 
than  that  of  any  individual  government 
and  we  must  make  it  very  clear  that  we 
are  prepared  to  fight  if  necessary  to 
maintain  our  future  viability — in  the 
public  interest.  Those  who  can't  stand 
the  heat  should  get  out  of  the  kitchen.

Hospital  salaries 

I  would  like  to  point  out  to  Ms  Donna 
Haber  (Guild  council  report.  C&D  July 
22)  that  the  recent  salary  award  has  not 
been  universally  well  received.  There  are 
many  principal  pharmacists  around  the 
country  who  are  currently  very  uncertain 
about  their  future  status,  who  have  so 
far  received  no  pay  award  whatsoever, 
as  the  Area  Health  Authorities  have 
"frozen"  the  rise  whilst  they  clarify  the 
grading. 

The  "guidelines"  given  in  the  advance 
letter  (PH)  1/78  regarding  the  number  of 
beds  and  proportion  of  acute  beds  re- 
quired for  the  different  grades  have 
caused  a  fair  amount  of  dismay.  AHA's 
have  taken  these  "guidelines"  as  gospel 
and  caused  a  large  question  mark  to 
hang  over  the  heads  of  many  pharmacists 
currently  graded  principal.  Most  per- 
sonnel officers  and  treasurers  seem  to  be

totally  unaware  of  any  "no-detriment" 
clause,  and,  because  of  this,  have  not 
implemented  the  pay  award  to  those 
officers  where  some  doubt  exists  over 
their  future  grading. 

It  seems  that  insufficient  homework 
was  done  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
"guidelines".  There  was  much  publicity 
concerning  the  greatly  improved  career 
prospects  for  hospital  pharmacists,  but 
I  don't  recall  any  publicity  for  the  fact 
that  some  officers  were  going  to  lose  out 
by  it.  No  wonder  morale  in  the  NHS  is 
at  a  low  ebb.

Enforcing  RPM 

It  is  certainly  encouraging  to  see  that 
the  recent  furore  about  resale  price 
maintenance  on  medicines  has  elicited 
more  than  usual  comment  from  retail 
pharmacists,  many  of  the  several  thou- 
sands of  whom  already  at  risk  would 
close  if  the  RPM  legislation  were 
repealed. 

What  on  earth,  though,  are  the  manu- 
facturers doing  about  this  serious  state 
of  affairs?  They  are  the  only  ones  able 
to  police  and  enforce  RPM.  Most  com- 
panies, especially  those  where  pharma- 
cists still  have  some  influence,  uphold 
the  spirit  of  the  Act  strictly;  others 
appear  to  be  opting  out  of  RPM  alto- 
gether or  paying  lip  service  only. 

Whilst  wholesalers  are  busy  blaming 
each  other  for  openly  rebating  or  giving 
hidden  discounts,  some  manufacturers 
are  busy  undermining  the  wholesale 
service  by  supplying  direct  to  retailers,- 
and  flu  vaccine  makers  are  even  by- 
passing both.  How  the  wholesaler 
tolerates  this  I  do  not  know;  he  cannot 
so  easily  switch  to  other  makes  etc  as 
can  the  independent  chemist.  Surely  the 
sooner  the  ABPf  and  NAPD  thrash 
out  a  system  under  which  discount 
parcels  are  all  supplied  by  recognised 
wholesalers — and  indeed  all  supplies  are 
routed  through  them —  the  less  tempta- 
tion there  will  be  for  "rogues"  at  all 
levels  of  distribution  to  face  the  neces- 
sity to  do  stupid  things. 

Unless  all  manufacturers  exercise  firm 
control  over  prices  to  prevent  the  RPM 
being  lost  by  default  independent 
chemists  will  be  fighting  a  cut  price  war 
in  medicines  that  they  have  no  hope  of 
surviving.  Only  the  DHSS  and  possibly 
the  chains  can  expect  to  devise  any 
benefit  from  an  end  to  controlled  prices.

Home  hygiene 

I  was  interested  to  read  the  item  (C&D 
June  17,  p980)  concerning  research  into 
home  hygiene.  We  completed  a  similar 
study  more  than  a  year  ago,  the  results 
of  which  will  be  published  shortly  in  the 
Journal  of  Applied  Bacteriology. 

A  number  of  interesting  points  have 
arisen  from  this  survey.  There  was  sur- 


prisingly little  evidence  of  bacterial 
contamination  in  the  toilet  areas  and  it 
is  perhaps  significant  that  disinfectant/ 
cleaners  were  used  regularly  in  this  area 
in  all  the  homes  sampled.  The  most 
heavily  contaminated  area  was  the  kit- 
chen sink  and  associated  sites  such  as 
draining  boards  and  dishcloths.  Our  re- 
search also  indicated  that  teacloths  and 
towels  were  reservoirs  of  potentially 
pathogenic  organisms  with  almost  50  per 
cent  of  the  samples  contaminated  with 
Staphylococcus  aureus. 

We  are  continuing  this  research  with 
studies  into  the  effectiveness  of  house- 
hold cleaners  and  disinfectants  in  home 
hygiene.

Upjohn  records  in 
second  quarter 

Upjohn  Co  report  that  1978  second- 
quarter  sales  and  net  earnings  reached 
all-time  highs  for  any  quarter  in  the 
company's  history.  Sales  and  earnings 
for  the  six  months  also  set  new  company 
records. 

Sales  during  the  quarter  ended  June 
30  were  $347.9  million,  an  increase  of 
15.4  per  cent  over  1977  second-quarter 
sales  of  $301. 6m.  Net  earnings  for  the 
quarter  increased  by  35.6  per  cent  to 
$37.1  million,  or  $1.25  per  share,  com- 
pared with  $27.3  million,  or  92  cents 
per  share  in  the  second  quarter  of  1977. 
After-tax  earnings  were  equal  to  10.7 
per  cent  of  sales,  compared  with  9.1  per 
cent  a  year  ago. 

All  business  segments  contributed  to 
the  15  per  cent  sales  gain.  Worldwide 
human  health  care  products  and  services 
were  up  15  per  cent  over  the  second 
quarter  of  1977,  with  most  major  pro- 
duct groups,  particularly  antibiotics, 
showing  satisfactory  gains.  Foreign  phar- 
maceutical sales  increased  22  per  cent. 
Worldwide  chemical  sales  increased  by 
19  per  cent,  with  US  sales  continuing 
their  growth. 

Halcion,  a  benzodiazepine  derivative 
for  inducing  sleep,  previously  introduced 
in  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands,  has 
recently  been  introduced  in  the  Irish 
Republic  and  several  Far  East  markets. 
There  are  plans  to  launch  it  in  the  UK.

Beecham  want  less 
State  intervention 

A  call  for  less  government  intervention 
in  industry  came  from  Beecham  Group 
chairman,  Mr  G.  J.  Wilkins  at  the 
annual  meeting,  last  week.  Speaking  on 
the  future  under  a  Conservative  govern- 
ment, Mr  Wilkins  said  too  many  doubts 
had  been  allowed  to  persist  about  how 
the  party  would  conduct  itself. 

He  said  the  pressures  to  intervene  and 
the  temptations  to  yield  would  be  just  as 
strong  as  in  the  last  Tory  government. 
However  the  long  term  penalties  of  doing 
so  would  be  as  severe.  Every  time  an 
ailing  industry  or  faltering  company  was 
rescued,  the  efficiency  and  competitive- 
ness of  the  whole  economy  was  im- 
paired. Mr  Wilkins  added  that  although 
Beecham  had  been  a  contributor  to  Con- 


servative funds  for  a  good  many  years, 
there  was  nothing  automatic  about  the 
company's  support. 

Commenting  on  the  annual  report 
(C&D,  July  15,  pi  18)  Mr  Wilkins  pointed 
out  that  for  the  first  time  for  several 
years  the  consumer  products  businesses 
had  made  a  larger  contribution  to 
growth  in  trading  profit  than  the  phar- 
maceuticals business  reflecting  the  "great 
and  continuing  importance"  of  the  com- 
pany's consumer  products.  Further  evi- 
dence of  that  importance  was  the  offer 
for  Scott  &  Bowne  Ltd  {C&D,  July  15, 
pi  18).  He  said  he  hoped  the  misconcep- 
tion that  Beecham  would  let  activities 
other  than  pharmaceuticals  wither  would 
be  laid  to  rest. 

Profits  up  110  pc 

Interim  figures  for  Dixor  showed  sales 
of  £192,222  for  the  six  months  to  March 
1978,  compared  with  £133,000  for  the 
nine  months  to  October  1.  Pre-tax  pro- 
fits were  up  by  110  per  cent  to  £20,900. 
The  company  has  agreed  to  buy  the 
leasehold  premises  at  2  Zion  Road, 
Thornton  Heath,  Croydon,  for  £265,000. 

Macarthys'  results 

The  sales  of  Macarthys  manufacturing 
division  were  £2.78  million  for  1978  and 
£2. 30m  for  1977  and  not  as  stated  in 
our  report  (last  week,  pi 65).  The  profits 
were  as  stated. 

Bellair  improve 

Bellair  Cosmetics  Ltd  anticipate  that 
their  second  half  trading,  which  will 
incorporate  Christmas  business  and 
recent  measures  taken  to  improve  the 
company's  position,  should  result  in 
profits  being  made.  Although  the  first 
half  results  (to  April  30)  show  a  marked 
improvement  the  pretax  and  net  loss 
was  £54,000  (compared  with  £89,000  for 
the  same  period  in  1977).

More  chemicals  up 

London,  August  2:  The  beginning  of 
a  new  month  has  introduced  further 
price  rises  for  a  number  of  phar- 
maceutical chemicals.  Included  are 
several  of  the  sulphonamide  deriva- 
tives, acetarsol,  lobeline  and  chloro- 
form in  bottle  containers  (drum  lots 
are  not  affected  so  far). 

Among  botanicals  the  scarcity  of 
benzoin  persists.  Copaiba  and  Peru 
balsams  are  again  dearer  but  Canada 
continues  to  ease.  Elsewhere  cas- 
cara,  ipecacuanha,  kola  nuts  and 
senega  were  lower  while  benzoin, 
dandelion  and  gentian  roots,  lemon 
peel  and  styrax  were  dearer.  A 
number  of  spices  showed  unexpected 
falls  including  Cochin  ginger  for  ship- 
ment, pepper,  cloves  and  cinnamon 
bark.  Caraway  seed  fell  sharply 
while  Iranian  cumin  made  an  equally 
steep  advance. 

The  fall  in  the  value  of  the  US 
dollar  helped  to  ease  the  prices  of 
several  essential  oils.
